Searing Debate on Muslim Talks 


House hearing illumines 
challenges that remain 
in the post-9/11 America 


Washington 

Congress pushed deep into a raw, emo- 
tional debate Thursday over Muslim- 
Americans who have committed ter- 
rorist attacks in the name of religion, in 
a hearing punctuated by tearful testi- 
mony, angry recriminations and polit- 
ical theater. 

Rep. Peter King, R-N.Y., declared U.S. 
Muslims are doing too little to help fight 
terror in America. Democrats, warning 
of inflaming anti-Muslim sentiment, 
wanted the hearing to focus on terror 
threats more broadly, including white 
supremacy. 

Framed by Sept. 11 photos, the fami- 
lies of two young men blamed the Islamic 
community for inspiring the men to ter- 
rorism. Rep. Keith Ellison, D-Minn. and 
one of the two Muslims in Congress, wept 
while discussing a Muslim firefighter 
who died in the attacks. 

The sharp divisions reflect a country 
still struggling with how to fight terrorism 
nearly a 10 years after Sept. 11. Al-Qaeda 
has built a strategy around motivating

young American Muslims to become one- 
man terror cells, an effort the U.S. gov- 
ernment has struggled to fight. 

King, chairman of the House Home- 
land Security Committee, said he called 
the hearing because Muslim leaders need 
to speak out more loudly against terror- 
ism and work more closely with police 
and the FBI. 

Dozens of unraveled terror plots and 
a few successful attacks have suggested 
there is no one predictable path toward 
violence. Homegrown terrorists espous- 
ing their Islamic faith have included high 
school dropouts and college graduates, 
people from both poor and wealthy fam- 
ilies. Some studied overseas. Others were 
inspired over the Internet. 

That has complicated government 
efforts to head off radicalization. Further 
complicating any broad discussion, the 
Muslim community is diverse and wide- 
spread. No group speaks for everyone, and 
the religion itself does not have a leader, 
as Catholics have the pope. 

After the hearing, the White House 
repeated its position that America should 
not practice guilt by association. 

“We also believe that Muslim Amer- 
icans are very much part of the solution 
here and not the problem,” White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said, (ap)

iPad Maintains Its Edge 


Mass Market 

About 100 different models of tablets have already gone on sale or 
are on the way. Gartner Inc. projects 65 million tablets will be sold 

worldwide this year, and analysts expect the bulk of them will 
be iPads. Research firm IDC says 75 percent of all tablets 
sold in the last three months of 2010 were iPads, (ap)

The new iPad model hitting stores 
Friday comes with improvements 
over the original but the same price 
tag, hobbling efforts by rivals at 
breaking Apple Inc.’s hold on the 
market for tablet computers. 

Competitors can’t seem to 
match the iPad’s base price of $499. 
Tablets comparable to the iPad in 
features cost hundreds of dollars 
more, while cheaper ones are infe- 
rior in quality. 

This is unusual in the gadget 
business, where early products, 
such as the first Blu-ray players, 
are costly and competition brings 
prices down. With the iPad, the 
reverse is happening. 


Apple appears to have chosen 
to make less profit from iPads than 
from iPods and iPhones. Its profit 
margin on the entry-level iPad is 
about 25 percent, analysts say. 

By contrast, Apple’s profit mar- 
gin for all products was 38.5 per- 
cent in the most recent quarter. 

Analysts say Apple has a cou- 
ple of advantages that let it sell an 
iPad profitably at a low price. 

Apple sells about a third of iPads 
in its own stores and its website. 
By cutting the middleman, Apple 


keeps more of the profit margin. 

Also, the iPad uses many of the 
same chips as iPhones and iPods, so 
Apple can buy them in huge quan- 
tities and bring down costs. 

Another factor is software: The 
Motorola’s Xoom and other rivals 
generally use Google Inc.’s Android 
system, which demands more mem- 
ory, raising the cost. Apple’s iPad 
isn’t as ambitious about multitask- 
ing, running more than one appli- 
cation at the same time, so it doesn’t 
need as much memory, (ap)

Rebels Retreat From Key Oil Port 


Pro-Gadhafi loyalists 
reverse opposition’s 
advance in Libya 


Ras Lanouf, Libya 

With fierce barrages of tank and 
artillery fire, Moammar Gad- 
hafi’s loyalists threw rebels into a 
frantic retreat from a strategic oil 
port Thursday in a counteroffen- 
sive that reversed the opposition’s 
advance toward the capital of Trip- 
oli and now threatens its positions 
in the east. 

The rout came as the U.S. direc- 
tor of national intelligence stressed 
that Gadhafi’s military was stron- 
ger than it has been described and 
said that “in the longer term ... the 
regime will prevail.” 

Hundreds of rebels in cars and 
trucks mounted with machine guns 
sped eastward on the Mediterra- 
nean coastal road in a seeming- 
ly disorganized flight from Ras 
Lanouf as an over- 
whelming force of 
rockets and shells 
pounded a hospi- 
tal, mosque and 
other buildings 
in the oil complex. 
Doctors and staff 
at the hospital 
were hastily evac- 
uated along with 
wounded from 
fighting from the 
past week. 

The opposi- 
tion, however, 
made some dip- 
lomatic gains. 
France became 
the first country to recognize the 
rebels’ eastern-based governing 
council, and an ally of President 
Nicolas Sarkozy said his govern- 
ment was planning “targeted oper-

U.S. Severes Ties 
With Libya Proxies 

The Obama administration cut 
ties with Libya’s remaining repre- 
sentatives in the U.S. on Thurs- 
dayand France became the first 
nation to recognize Moammar 
Gadhafi’s opponents, adding diplo- 
matic pressure on the Libyan gov- 
ernment even as trans-Atlantic 
leaders stepped backfrom immi- 
nent military intervention, in a day 
of intense discussions on two con- 
tinents, the European Union added 
new sanctions on Libyan compa- 
nies and Germany froze billions 
of dollars in Libyan government 
assets. The U.S. and NATO allies 
agreed to develop contingency 
plans for air patrols over Libya to 
protect civilians, but most hope 
those are never used, (ap)

Gadhafi’s government sent a 
text message to Tripoli residents, 
warning imams at mosques against 
allowing protests after Friday 
prayers. The message quoted Saudi 
cleric Sheik Saleh Fawzan, a mem- 
ber of the Saudi Supreme Scholars 
Council, as saying it was “unaccept- 
able” for any imam “who incites 
people [or] causes disturbances of 
the society in any mosque.” 

There were demonstrations 


after prayers for the past two Fri- 
days, and militiamen used tear gas 
and live ammunition to disperse 
the crowds who had gathered in 
mosques. There were an undeter- 
mined number of deaths after the 
Feb. 25 demonstrations. 

The retreat was a heavy blow 
for the ragtag rebel forces of armed 
civilians and mutinous army units 
that only days before had con- 
fidently charged west, boasting 
they would march the hundreds 
of miles to “liberate” Tripoli. There 
were no concrete signs of Western 
moves toward military assistance 
that the opposition has been plead- 
ing for.

Liam Tasker, a dog 
handler with the Royal Army Vet- 
erinary Corps, was killed in a fire- 
fight with insurgents in Helmand 
province on March 1 as he searched 
for explosives with Theo, a bomb- 
sniffing springer spaniel mix. The 
dog suffered a fatal seizure hours 
later at a British army base, likely 
brought about by stress. 

Military officials won’t go so 
far as to say Theo died of a broken 
heart — but that may not be far 
from the truth. “I think we often 
underestimate the grieving pro- 
cess in dogs,” said Elaine Pendle- 
bury, a senior veterinarian with 
animal charity PDSA.

A military Hercules plane car- 
rying Tasker’s body and Theo’s 
ashes touched down Thursday at 
a Royal Air Force base in south- 


west England. 

The 26-year-old soldier, from 
Kirkcaldy in Scotland, spent six 
years as an army mechanic before 
joining the military working dog 
unit in 2007. “I love my job and 
working together with Theo,” 
Tasker said in a profile of the pair 
released by the Ministry of Defense 
last month. 

Tasker’s uncle, Billy McCord, 
said the solder had been due to leave 
Afghanistan and worried about 
being separated from Theo. 

“He actually said at one point 
that when he finished his tour he 
was not sure what would happen 
to his dog,” said McCord. “But they 
are not separated now.” (ap)

Member Mary M. Cheh, D-Ward 
3, chairwoman of the Government 
Operations and Environment panel, 
presented colleagues with a draft 
report looking into allegations that 
Gray’s administration has hired 
employees at unusually high sal- 


aries, and that family members of 
top officials have gotten city jobs. 
The report found that while Gray 
has paid some agency heads and 
political appointees more than city 
law allows. Gray can ask the council 
for exceptions to the caps. 

The draft 
report recom- 
mended that Gray 
either reduce the 
illegal salaries 
or ask the coun- 
cil for exceptions; 
inform employees 
of nepotism rules; 
examine “internal pre-employment 
screening practices” and, with the 
council, look at current salary limits 
for agency heads. The report does 
not call for further investigation. 


At that point, David A. Catania, 
I-At Large, pressed Cheh for a sep- 
arate hearing on the hiring allega- 
tions, and questioned why she was 
not delving more deeply. 

“This is a whitewash,” he said, 
adding that the public impression 
of the Gray administration “you 
have to know someone in mayor’s 
office to get a job. ... It’s the friends 
and family club, the full employ- 
ment act.” 

Cheh, in turn, took offense to 
Catania’s “whitewash” character- 
ization as “overly dramatic.” 

After the hearing, Catania 
said he does not think Gray was 
personally involved in the hiring 
decisions but that he had “mis- 
placed trust in a lot of people.”

Loud and Clear 

An ad targeting the deaf finds an ideal location underfoot on Metro 


Just before getting on the 
escalator at the New York 
Ave-Florida Ave-Gallaudet 
U station, you’ll walk across 
a piece of history. It’s a floor 
ad for Convo Relay, a service 
deaf people can use to make 
calls to hearing people. And 
the company believes it’s the 
only commercial media buy 
targeted to the deaf popula- 
tion in the entire country. 

The reason they went for it is right 
in the station name. The Wash- 
ington area has one of the nation’s 
highest concentrations of deaf peo- 
ple thanks to Gallaudet University, 
which is why a Metro ad there was a 
no-brainer, explains Convo’s Wayne 
Betts Jr. “It means exposure to hun- 
dreds going to and from their cam- 
pus,” he wrote via email. 

Convo normally relies on video 


ads, since they allow for the use 
of sign language. But since Metro 
doesn’t offer them, the company 
opted for a written message that 
probably seems just as incompre- 
hensible to hearing people: “Finally, 
you can hang up on Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell.” It’s a nod to how Convo 
allows users to end calls with one 
click (rather than having to wait for 
the service’s interpreter to relay the 
information), as well as a not-so-sub- 
tle dig at the inventor. Bell’s known 
in the deaf community for opposing 
the use of sign language. 

According to Betts, the main 
response they’ve gotten is, “Whoa, 
you placed an ad in a public venue?!” 
It’s also generated online buzz, 
including a vlog post at Deafvideo.tv 
that’s had more than 4,000 views. 
But to anyone who isn’t deaf, Betts 
suspects it doesn’t register at all. 

In that sense, it’s not differ- 


ent from any of Metro’s targeted 
advertisements. Dan Langdon of 
CBS Outdoor, which sells space on 
Metro platforms, says buyers reg- 
ularly try to home in on a specific 
demographic. That’s especially true 
at Union Station and Capitol South, 
where riders are often bombarded 
with posters about energy issues or 
upcoming bills. (Both stops were 
booked every month of 2010 with a 
“station domination” — the term for 
buying out every ad in sight.) You’ll 
also see it regularly at the Pentagon 
stop, where defense contractors like 
to mark their territory. 

“It gets the message to the deci- 
sion makers. I’m not saying the 
admirals are taking the train, or 
the senators. But their aides are,” 
Langdon says. And in the case of 
the Convo ad, there’s no doubt the 
message is being seen by the right

A Costly Victory in Wis.? 

Spumed unions pledge to continue the fight after governor wins an epic batde 


Washington 

Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker won 
his drive to strip the state’s govern- 
ment workers of nearly all their col- 
lective bargaining rights Thurs- 
day, after a three-week standoff 
that brought tens of thousands of 
protestors to the capitol. 

The new law represents a major 
setback for organized labor, but the 
political battle over public employ- 
ees and their rights to bargain is 
likely to continue — not only in 
Madison, but across the country. 

The state Assembly passed the 
Republican governor’s proposal a

who had fled the state to deny a 
quorum needed for passing a bud- 
get measure.

Recall Efforts 

Wisconsin law is designed to 
make recalls difficult and rare. 
The rules require lawmakers to 
have been in office for at least a 
year to be eligible for recall. Eight 
Republican senators fit that stan- 
dard. To recall a state senator, 
Democrats need to gather signa- 
tures in each district equivalent 
to one-quarter of votes cast in 
the seat in the last gubernatorial 
election. In most districts, that’s 
at least 15,000 signatures. Once 
that happens, an election is set 
for six weeks later. Only two state 
lawmakers have been success- 
fully recalled in Wisconsin his- 
tory. But, Democrats insist they 
are well on their way — having 
already collected 15 percent of 
the signatures they needed over 
the weekend. Liberal groups say 
that have raised close to $2 mil- 
lion dollars in support.

Washington and that “other” Los Ange- 
les basketball franchise have shared in a fe^v 
decades of misery.

But those teammates keep changing. Andray 
Blatche, Rashard Lewis and Josh Howard — 
all legitimate scoring threats from the forward 
position — are battling injuries. Kirk Hin- 

rich — the guard brought in to 

be Wall’s mentor in the offseason 
- was dealt at the trade deadline 
for Mike Bibby, who was quickly 
bought out of his contract. 

At one point in Tuesday’s loss 
to Milwaukee, coach Flip Saun- 
ders was going with an all-rook- 
ie lineup. 

“We need to play hard and play 

together,” Wall said. “We started to get aggra- 
vated, and it’s tough when you’re playing with 
five rookies. It’s a different style of play. 

“It’s tough having a lot of people out and not 
really having a small forward, but it also gives 
the players a chance to step up.” 

Despite the team’s instability. Wall is still

Don't scoff — such a local matchup 
might happen. 

The Patriots seem 
comfortably positioned 
as either an 8 or 9 seed 
in the Big Dance after 
winning the Colonial 
Athletic Association’s 
regular season crown.

There is precedent for such a 
battle of area schools in college bas- 
ketball's marquee event.

A lot has changed since then. For 
one thing. Mason is clearly more on the 
national radar than Gary Williams' pro- 
gram.

It had been so long since the Capi- 
tals had scored five goals in a home 
game that even captain Alex Ovech- 
kin couldn’t remember the date. 

“I can’t remember scoring five 
goals in a game [recently],” he said 
after the Caps’ 5-0 win over the 
Edmonton Oilers on Wednesday. 
“[But] it was a good night for us and 
a good night for the fans too.” 


The answer to the question, 
Alex, is Dec. 21. On that date, the 
Capitals used a 5-1 blowout of the 
New Jersey Devils to snap an eight- 
game losing streak that marred 
the month. 

Head coach Bruce Boudreau 
is hoping that Washington’s wild 
Wednesday night blowout might be 
the beginning of the Caps’ return 
to offensive dominance. 

In the win, the Caps’ top scorers 
provided the firepower with their 
usual trademark flare: Ovechkin 
scored two goals — including his first 
power play goal at home this season 
— Eric Fehr netted two, and Alex 


Semin provided the mark that sent 
fans home with free buffalo wings. 

“Five goals and the guys that 
scored them, the way they usually 
score goals is with flare,” Boudreau 
said. “I think it’s the first time we 
have had two power-play goals in 
45 games or something.”

With the win, Washington is 
now in second place in the East- 
ern Conference and is on the heels 
of the conference leading Philadel- 
phia Flyers.

On cucina-centric Food Net- 
work shows like “The Best Thing 
I Ever Ate” and “Chopped,” writ- 
er/cook Ted Allen proves the voice 
of culinary reason in a sea of hot 
sauce and saucy personalities. The 
“Queer Eye for the Straight Guy” 
alum currently hosts “Chopped 
All-Stars” (Sun., 9 p.m.), which 
pits big names like Duff Goldman 
and Jacques Torres against each 
other in lightening-fast cooking 
contests. We grilled him on what 
it takes to triumph in microwave- 
speed conditions. 

Are all these food contests mak- 
ing us better cooks? 

I don’t see how they hurt. I actual- 
ly learn a lot from shooting these 
shows, and I think viewers do by 
watching them. Sure, it’s a con- 
test, but we’re also talking ingre- 


dients, techniques and ways that 
odd combinations work. 

“Chopped” gives contestants 
baskets of ingredients that 
often don’t seem to go togeth- 
er— gummy bears and mac and 
cheese mix. How does that help 
regular cooks? 

We’ve all gone to our fridge to whip 
something out of nothing, though 
most of us aren’t faced with sea 
urchin and peanut butter at the 
same time. But I think “Chopped” 
helps us to think openly. 

Have you made anything from a 
wacky combo of items lately? 

I was asked to do a recipe using 
mangos, blueberries and avoca- 
dos. Avocado is very commonly 
used in desserts in South Ameri- 
ca, so I made a rich, fluffy mousse 


of avocado and mango with a blue- 
berry compote. It was a little odd, 
but very good. 

You’re also on “The Best Thing I 
Ever Ate.” What’s the best thing 
you’ve eaten lately? 

I’m working on a new cookbook, 
and I’ve been working on a chili- 
lime shrimp recipe I’m proud of

Kassler thinks a full court press 
of paleness evokes the shore or cot- 
tage. But many other design fiends

0, for the love of all that’s Grimm, 
what hath “Twilight” wrought? 

Hard on the heels of “Beast- 
ly,” a modern retelling of “Beauty 
and the Beast,” comes the revision- 
ist fairy tale “Red Riding Hood,” a 
lurid, loopy, utterly ludicrous enter- 
prise that seeks to twist the ulti- 
mate fable of feminine fear and vic- 
timhood into an allegory for finding 
your inner bad girl. 

Channeled by the ethereally beau- 
tiful Amanda Seyfried, the towns- 
maiden Valerie is all wide eyes and 
English-rose innocence as she longs 
for her soul mate, a humble wood- 
cutter named Peter (Shiloh Fer- 
nandez), but is forced to marry the 
wealthier and far less dangerous 
Henry (Max Irons). When the town 
is attacked by the Big Bad Werewolf 
that resides in the nearby Very Dark 
Woods, the local priest looks for sal- 
vation in a hired werewolf-assassin 
named Father Solomon (Gary Old- 
man); soon the holy man has neigh- 
bors looking at one another for signs

that one of them possesses distinct- 
ly lupine tendencies. 

Director Catherine Hardwicke, 
who directed the first “Twilight” 
movie, reportedly considered Taylor 
Lautner for the role of Peter, a nod 
to Team Jacob that suggests she took 
on “Red Riding Hood” purely out of 
spite for having been fired from the 
lucrative vampire franchise. (She did 
hire “Twi”-dad Billy Burke to play 
Valerie’s father.) At least that theo- 
ry helps explain how she could have 
become involved in such a misguid- 
ed project, which veers wildly in tone 
between self-seriousness and out- 


right parody. 

Hardwicke, a former production 
designer, has come up with a visual 
style that emphasizes the story’s fan- 
ciful roots; her trees are evocative- 
ly spiky, and the wintry landscape is 
dotted with splashes of bright, unsea- 
sonal color. 

But despite Hardwicke’s pictorial 
gifts, she has no sense of tonal con- 
trol; what might have been a fasci- 
nating exercise in creative anach- 
ronism a la Sofia Coppola’s “Marie 
Antoinette” instead just looks like 
an episode of “Gossip Girl” set at a 
Medieval Times restaurant. (Tellingly, 
Hardwicke hired Coppola’s frequent 
musical collaborator, Brian Reitzell, 
to compose the score, which reaches 
the apex of overreaching hipness in a 
vaguely lewd dance-slash-rave.) 

For the strenuous effort Hardwicke 
puts in to juice up “Red Riding Hood” 
with hormonal lust and psychosex- 
ual meaning, the movie remains 
an oddly wan, bloodless affair. My, 
what big pretensions it has. And not 
a cogent idea in its pretty little head.

Film Review 

A cross between “The War of the 
Worlds” and a Marine recruiting 
film, “Battle: Los Angeles” sends a 
bunch of earnest leathernecks into 
the most hostile territory they’ve ever 
experienced: Santa Monica. 

Twenty major cities around the 
world have been attacked by met- 
al-sheathed extraterrestrials, yet 
this shoot-em-up focuses only on 
one steaming slice of L.A. County.

So are its lack of humor and embrace 
of cliche. Nantz, for example, is tor- 
mented by memories of the men he 
lost in Iraq, and has just received 
his discharge papers when the bru- 
tal ETs attack. 

Pressed back into service, Nantz 
will inevitably prove himself to his 
mistrustful troops with his valor and 
ingenuity. And though they suffer 
heavy casualties, you need not worry 
about the children the troops rescued. 
This close to HolljAwood, nobody’s 


going to let any kids die. 

This movie spends so much 
yawn-inducing time on variations 
of the same combat scenario that 
its final showdown feels rushed. 
That’s why “Battle: Los Angeles” 
would actually have worked bet- 
ter as a videogame. Viewers who 
adore the bang-bang could have sus- 
tained it for weeks. And the rest of us 
could have looked up the cheat codes 
and jumped straight to the ending.

Dylan’s 

Shadow 


Film Review 

A dark shadow hangs over Ken- 
neth Bowser’s documentary portrait 
“Phil Ochs: There But for Fortune.” 
It isn’t the 1976 suicide of the sing- 
er, who gained a modest amount of 
prominence in the 1960s with such 
anthemic protest songs as “I Ain’t 
Marching An 5 miore.” 

Rather, it’s the shadow of Bob 
Dylan. He never appears in the film, 
except in archival images, but his 
presence looms large. The absence 
of the singer, a friend whom Ochs 
came to view as a rival, is aU the more 
noticeable because of the many other 
musicians who are interviewed on 
camera: Joan Baez, Pete Seeger and 
Billy Bragg, to name a few. 

Ochs’s music never gained the 
widespread acceptance that he 
craved. The title of his first album, 
“All the News That’s Fit to Sing,” is 
an apt description of his highly ver- 
bal, almost didactic style. 

He never felt comfortable with the 
dark, at times deeply personal lyr- 
ics that Dylan is known for. It’s kind 
of funny in a way, but also sad, that 
Ochs’s life story — told poignantly 
in this movie — finally achieves the 
kind of tragic poetry he never fully
